In his book, "This Time the World", copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which pro¬ 
hibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia 
charter. This article further pointed out that Rockwell's 
party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party. t 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is 
seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature, and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political pajrty 
in the United States and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in 
about September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it 
has never been a separate organization. The source said the 
FAN name is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name and 
there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George Lincoln 
Rockwell has informed him the FAN name was originally used as 
a device to attract supporters to his organization who might 
rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled as a Nazi.

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN 
name throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating under the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said 
the FAN group in Baltimore is now, and always has been, a 
separate organization and not a part of the ANP.

Maryland, advised that the Baltimore jFajJ, which was organized 
in the Spring of 1961, has no official connection with the ANP 
although until December, 1962, it received all its literature 
from George Lincoln Rockwell's ANP. 

According to the "Stormtrooper*s Manual", an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power 
are fourfold, namely, first: "to make ourselves known to'the 
masses; second: "the dissemination of our program and the truth 
about the Party; third: "organizing the people who have been 
converted to our propaganda; and fourth: "that attainment of 
power through the votes of the newly-won masses".

Georgia, show that this Xian organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Xian of 
America, Inc. 


A source advised on February 27, 13S1, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Xu Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as 
the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy and segregation of the races. 


On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the 
future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed by 
a resolution adopted at the National Xlonvocation held 
July 3, 1961, at'Indian Springs, Georgia. 


Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority cf the 
Klaverns of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights ci 
the Ku Klux Klan.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont ”, a newspaper of Green¬ 
ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party.” According 
to the article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. 
The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals.” 


The July 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party” (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters” had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party", with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of the Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 


Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia.

Page 2 contains various '‘'news flashos" about a 
Negro mayor in Cleveland, Ohio, being given the slim margin 
of victory by the city’s huge Jfearish population. The same 
column contains various other short articles pertaining 
to Jews and Negroes as well as the recommendation that 
Asiatic immigration, should be curtailed. Another article 
on this same page relates a story about a football coach in 
Dayton, Ohio, who was killed by a Negro man after th© coach, 
a white man, requested that the Negro leave the sidelines 
wtKm the tfi&m was scrimmaging. 

Pago 3 is headlined ''Jews Who Run Federal Gov©r®~ 
roont” and contains a list of individuals in the U. S. Govern- 
mont who it states are Jews. it charges these Jews with 
losing the war in ¥i©tnam, letting Black Revolutionists b6 
organise to burn cities, passing tin 5 most vicious anti-white 
civil rights bills in the history of the country, taxing k7C 
white working people so that blacks can live high without 
Working, and adopting illegal school guidelines for debasing 
of the white race. 

Other shorter articles on the same page relate to 
a Negro aic^r. of Governor Ronald Reagan of California marrying

Pages 4 and 5 are mainly devoted to allegations 
that the Jews are perpetrating a ’’Kosher food racket”, 
being paid a fee by various companies to certify that nothing 
occurs in th© processing of their products which would violate 
Jewish dietary laws. 

Pago 6 contains the masthead of th© publication 
which notes thatl - [is tho| | and 

that the mailing address of the publication Is Post Office 
Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia. The editorial on this page 
is identified as being written by 1 r ~~f and 

is headlined "Orangeburg Formula Snows the Way”. This 
editorial refers to mobs of Negro students rioting at an 
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all-Negro college at Orangeburg, South Carolina, during early 
February, 1968, and the action taken by the police in opening 
fire on the rioting mob being responsible for its quick end. 

The article congratulates the South Carolina State Police and 
the Orangeburg Police Department for showing the entire nation 
the correct formula for stopping Negro rioting. 

The balance of Page 6 and part of Page 7 are devoted 
to lettej“S to the editor, some of which contain detrimental 
comments concerning the President's Riot Commission as well 
as allegations against Negroes and Jews. 

One of the letters against open housing is signed b6

states that advocates ot open nousing striKo at tne very heartb7C 
of American freedom. 

Page 8 of the publication is the entertainment section 
and contains a review of the movie "Candy" which' it states is 
a race mixing film. The review concludes that the white race 
has a right to live and preserve its blood lines. It states 
r.hat all supporters should bring to bear every possible 
influence to discourage theater owners from showing this des¬ 
picable movie, stating that "Candy” sinks to the very depths 
of the gutter and is not fit for any teen-ager or adult to 
view. The article says that white Christian Americans must 
take back control of our nation and guide its destiny as our 
forefathers would have wanted, with noble and up-lifting 
ideals for the whine race. 

Page 9 contains a reproduced letter from Gerald 
Hirsehfeld, identified as the Vice President of MPO Pictures, 

Inc., New York, New York, in which he objects to the recent 
review by "The Thunderbolt” of the film "The Incident". The 
letter charges that the publication has missed the point of 
the film. In an article accompanying this reproduced letter, 
the publication states that over 90 percent of acts of street 
crime are committed by Negroes and askfed Hirsehfeld why the 
motion picture and television industry never portrays the 
Negro as a criminal.

The May, 1968, edition #101 of "The Thunderbolt", 
the official publication of the National States Rights Party, 
a characterization of which appears in the attached appendix, 
has a front-page photograph of Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
who was identified as "Martin Lucifer King." 

The fromt-p&ge article accompanying this photograph 
is headlined "King Victim of Own Terrorism...Politicians 
Protect Black Revolution, '' This article which accompanies 
a major portion of the front page notes that the death of 
King in Memphis, Tennessee, was the natural result of a 
lawless career. The article relates that the man who shot 
King was actually upholding the law of the land and enforcing 
the injunction of the United States District Court in Memphis 
which had forbidden King's marches. The article comments that 
this man should be given the Congressional Medal of Honor, a 
large pension for life, plus a Presidential pardon. 

The article relates that a majority of Congressional 
members are degenerate black-hearted scum who were happy to use 
King's death lor passing another civil rights law against the 
white people of America. It says King's death is being used 
by the Jew money power and Jew financed blacks as an excuse 
for general lawlessness and an acceleration of the revolution 
against the whites. 

The article concludes that "The Thunderbolt" believes 
in law and order and demands that the Black Revolution be 
crushed as provided by law. Otherwise, it states, the white 
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The other front-page article relates a demand to 
investigate why President Lyndon Johnson used troops to 
protect rioters in Washington, D. C., instead of using them 
to end the rioting. Much of this article consists of reported 
quotes of comments on this issue by Congressman John R. 

Rarick of Louisiana and a reproduction of a House of 
Representatives resolution submitted. 

Pages 2 and 3 consist of various articles on 
Negroes and Jews. One article which notes that the Negroes 
are mostly indolent relates that many Negro Postal employees 
’’goof off*' on the job and cannot be fired because the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People would file 
a protest for them. This article promises that one of the 
first moves of the National States Rights Party upon assumption 
of power will be to "clean out" the United States Post Office 
from top to bottom, firing all Negroes and white integrationists. 

The article on page 5 relates "scientific evidence" 
that the Negro is related to the apes and not white people. 

One of the reproduced illustrations pictures a female which 
alleges is the result of mating an ape with a Negro woman. 

An article on page 6 is captioned, "White Girl 
Mating With Gorilla in 1968... Scientists Await the Moment 
When Lovely Conchita Mendez Will Produce Her Kalf-Ape, 

Half-Human Offspring". The article consists mostly of a 
picture of Conchita Mendez and another picture of a giant 
gorilla, but relates no details of the headlined story except 
that Mendez is identified as "the first woman in the annals of 
mankind to forsake civilization for the primitive existence 
of a gorilla girl, reigning over a kingdom of hairy apes 
deep in the impenetrable bamboo forest of Uganda". 

The masthead on page 7 identifies "The Thunderbolt" 
as a non-profit corporation published monthly, giving its 
current address as Post Office Box 6263. Savannah. Georgia, 
telenho ne 355-4271.

A guest editorial on this page contains a protest 
of the lowering of the American flag subsequent to the death 
of Martin Luther King. The cartoon on this same page illustrates 
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"the Jew stacked court" and pictures an individual with the 
appearance of Satan sitting with eight other robed individuals. 
The caption beneath this cartoon is "Nine Men Against America." 

This issue of "The Thunderbolt" contains only two 
full pages of letters to the editor, most of which pertain to 
attacks on Jews and Negroes. 


An article on page 9 contains a forecast of J. B. 

Stoner, Vice Chairman of the National States Rights Party, 

that Martin Luther King's death will bring mere Negro demonstrations 

and violence than anything since the Civil War. 

The article which is an apparent reproduction of 
a local, newspaper article identified Stoner as being in Mississippi 
for an organizational meeting of the National States Rights Party. 

He is quoted as saying, "We are while racists and we are proud 
to be white racists. The black supremists are proud to be 
black supremists. 



He is also quoted as stating that the National States 
Rights Party advocates an end to all friendship and relation¬ 
ship between the races. He is quoted as stating that the 
National States Rights Party welcomed the riots which are 
expected to follow. He said that the group is planning marches 
and rallies of its own in support of "their political aims". 

The article quotes Stoner as relating the NSR P rall ies and 
marches will start in Mississippi in May. ^ 

Page 10 reproduces articles allegedly proving that 
Negroes have diseased blood, that they are a backward race, and 
not equal to whites. 

Page 12 reproduces a similar back page as in previous 
issues offering various books and literature, as well as an 
NSRP membership application form and advertisements urging 
that "The Thunderbolt" be purchased and distributed.
